I would be thrilled to search for envelopes for Russ or anyone else who you 
think would be interested. I would only leave it up to you as the custodian of the records as to who the 
envelopes would be distributed to. I think it is great idea that as many of the envelopes as possible are 
reunited with the coins. It will be a fun project as there are over 750 envelopes, inserts, and holders, 
most of which are just tossed into boxes. I am learning handwriting, etc. which is how I spotted Bill 
Weber's 1794 C5b and C6b envelopes, and I have Roger's detailed records to help. Have Russ (and 
anyone else) send me their list, and this can be mentioned at the EAC Convention as well. 

Here also is my plan for the exhibit on Roger at EAC in Buffalo.
